 GREENTFOR ST. PATRICK . 


Today is ¥- Patrick’s day, when our-Irish brothers will celebrate 

wearing sé. .cthing. green. However, gn every day, dietitians will 
2 praising thé good. habit of eating green leafy vegetables. 

If you are Jooking for a spring tonie, then help. yourself to 
‘greens.” In the grecn leafy vegetable you will find a blood builder 
of the highest order. Use the grecn leaves in the cooked form, but 
also remember to add some of the chopped greens to your salad. 

When you help yourself to greens you are helping yourself 
to food minerals and to vitamins. Greens are among the most alka- 
line forming of all foods and those who have been over-eating. on 
the acid forming foods will do well to include a large’ serving of 
greens with the dinner menu tonight, and from now on. 

It does not matter whether you find your greens growing wild 
eut in the fields and hillsides or whether you purchase them in the 
market, but it dees matter how you prenare them. Cooking these 
green leaves for too long a time will rob them of much of their 
flavor and will also destroy part of the mineral content, Before you 
uttempt to put them on the stove, first soak the crisp green leaves 
in a large: pail of water. The soaking will have the desirable eect 
of causing grit and dirt to sink to the bottom of the pail. At the 
end of one hour, carefully lift the leaves from the top of the water, 
without disturbing the sediment in the bottom. Now you are ready 
to wash the leaves under running water, throwing away all spoiled 
or tough parts. Cook green leaves over’a slow fire with very little 
water and keep the cover on the cookine vessel. Cook: only until 
tender. When served, seagon with butter. Greens cooked in this way 
are wholesome, full of flavor, and appetizing. 

Here is a list of leaves which may be used. For cooking purposes: 
seakale, radish tops, artichoke, broccoli, dandelion, spinach, Swiss 
chard, kale, endive, beet tops, turnip tops, Romaine lettuce, mustatd, 
and Chinese mustard. For adding to salads: lettuce, tender spinach 
leaves, watercress, parslev, cabbage, escarole, endive, corn salad, 
nasturtium leaves, and cabbage. 

Green leafy vegetables h-ve been classed as “protective” foods. 
They help to balance the diet properly and thus protect you from 
illness. They provide a soft bu'k which is of value in the intestinal 
tract and which does not prove irritating. At the same time, they are 
low in food value and there is not. therefore any tendancy to gain 
excess weight from using them. | often ‘suggest that those patients 
troubled with constipation, learn to include the green leafy ve7vetables 
in the diet in larger amounts. In many cases, this is all that is neces- 
sary. Inasmuch as constination is often nroduced from using too many 
of the concentrated foods wh'ch provide little residue, it is a good 
vian to use the concentrated foods in maderate amounts and to 
balance them with tho Jeofy vegetable: whieh are low in food value 
bet provide plenty of bulk. In usine greens for the svecific purpose 
of avoiding sluggish intestinal elimination, use at least two servings 
daily. i 

The green leafy vegetvbles are also valuable in the reducing 
diet. When the amount of food is reduced be’ow that to which the 
patient is accustomed. it is adviseble to have the patient fill up on 
greens and a second l:elping of some of the green vegetables will 
help to make the patient feel that he bes had a ful meal. 

Greens, unquestionably, are an excellent aid to health. Celebrate 
St. Patrick’s day by “eating of the greens.” ;
